Officer Jeff Booth and I were assigned this investigation by Sgt. diSpagna on May 14 th 201 1 . This case was given to the Property Crimes Unit bv 
Chief States Attorney David Cohen. The City of Stamford hired Kroll Associates to complete an investigation into the alleged theft of scrap metal bv ' 
City employees. Investigator Booth and I were provided with several spreadsheets, photographs, written documents, and a thumb drive with additional 
documentation that were gathered during the course of KrolTs investigation. It appears that Kroll Associates researched all scrap transactions at Rubino 
Brothers Inc. (560 Canal Street Stamford Ct.) and Lajoie's Auto Wrecking (40 Meadow Street Norwalk Ct) over the past five years. It appears that they 
pulled any and all transactions that were associated with the City of Stamford as well as any transactions that were completed by City of Stamford Opera- 
tions employees. 

Rubino-s and Lajoie's have two very different record keeping procedures when it comes to completing a scrap metal transaction. RubincTs does 
not take any personal identification from the person completing the transaction but they do have cameras at their scales and attached to their ATM. After 
the metal is wei ghed and priced out the customer is given an ATM card of sorts loaded up with the do llar amount of the transaction and thev take it to the 
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the type of scrap metal that is being purchased. Lajoie's on the other hand does not have any camera's and their records are all kept bv hand but thev take 
a driver's license or photo identification from the individual selling the scrap. They attached a photocopy of the driver's license to the handwritten receipt 
with a brief description of the scrap items they are purchasing. There are no pictures or any description of the vehicle the individual drove into the scrap 
yard. There do not appear to be any times of the transactions listed on the receipts either. ' 

Kroll provided us with a spreadsheet of all of the Rubino's scrap transactions that were paid out in CASH via the ATM under the Citv of Stamford 
customer number 1026. We have been advised that there is a "memorandum of understanding" that the Citv of Stamford is to take all of its scrap metals 
to Rubino's and that the funds are to be paid to the City via check. The drivers are never supposed to receive cash payments. 

A separate spreadsheet that was provided to us by City (unknown who created it) indicates that between 2006 and December 31*2010 R ub ,no's 
paid out a total of $249,1 55.00 dollars to the City of Stamford. $232,493.00 dollars was paid by check to the City of Stamford and the remaining balance 
of $ 1 6,662.00 dollars was paid out in cash. 

A spreadsheet of the Rubino's transactions was included which details the date of the transaction, the transaction and ticket number the total dollar 
.mount paid out, a brief description of the type of metal, whether or not an ATM or scale pictures were available, a description of the individual in the P ic- 
ures if there were any, a description of any vehicle in scale picture if available and any comments that were included such a who frequently drove that ve- 
ncle or who recently fueled that vehicle, as well as any positive identifications made from the pictures. There were ATM pictures taken for manv of the 
ransactions but a good amount of them are completely black or grey. It is believed that the camera at times was not operating or had been turned towards 
he wall. The pictures of the scales often included the City vehicle and sometimes included photographs of the driver. It's possible to make out the vehi- 
:le number on some of the vehicles and other times it is not. Since Rubino's does not keep records of the actual person who brings in the scrap thev were 
mable to compare a list of City employees against all of their transactions to see if any City employees scraped any metal in their own name instead of 
tsmg the City of Stamford employee number. 

Lajoie's on the other hand takes the name of the individual who is selling the scrap metal. Therefore it is our understanding that Kroll Associates 
:om P ared all Tajoie's scrap transactions from 2006 through December 31 st 2010 with a provided list of Citv of Stamford employees Lajoie's provided a 
ist o matches for the list of City of Stamford employees. There are seven employees listed as having sold scrap metal to Lajoie's durinc that time pe- 
iod. Gerald Brzoska, Donald Lavoie, Dominick Mangano, David Pellegrino, Robert Sabia Jr.. Anthony Vaccaro. and Richard Valentine 

Investigator Jeff Booth and I reviewed the spreadsheet of Rubino's transactions and made a list of the specific transactions where a Citv employee had 
mAe r been positively identified or where a specific City employee was suspected to have co m pleted the transaction. The list includes ten Citv em nlov- 
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ees. Michael Jamison, Philip Cornelio, Warren Abad, Santo Didonato, Keith Rich, Joaquin Castillo, Robert Sabia, Kevin Smith, Robert Green, and Mi- 
chael Boisfeuillet. 

Investigator Booth and I determined that the first round of interviews would include the seven City of Stamford employees that sold scrap at Lajoie's 
and the ten City of Stamford employees that are suspected of selling scrap at Rubino's under the City of Stamford customer number.

RE: Investigation of possible theft of City of Stamford scrap metal 
Re: Initial follow-ups 



Inv. Bozentko and I were assigned to conduct this investigation into the possible theft of City of Stamford scrap metal. The city had 
commissioned an audit by a private company called Kroll Associates. Kroll Associates compiled the information and claimed they identified 
several suspects who were employed by the City of Stamford. After reviewing the report submitted by Kroll Associates, we developed a list of 
employees that we wished to interview. The interviews were to be conducted at the Stamford Police Department in the Detective Bureau 
conference room. Investigators then went to the City transfer station on Harbor View Ave, the first set of employees were employed there. Upon 
arrival there, we were directed to 90 Magee Ave. to speak with Dan Colleluori, the supervisor of the transfer station. We provided him with a list 
of employees that we needed to meet with, preferably as soon as it would be possible. The names of the Transfer Station employees were. Richard 
Valentine, Doug Lavoie III, Dominic Mangano, Michael Boisfeullet, Dave Pellegrino, Gerald Brzoska, and Robert Sabia. Colleluori said that he 
would contact each employee and have them respond to the police department as soon as they possibly could. 

Investigators then responded to the Traffic Maintenance Division on Courtland Ave. We spoke to Ralph Socci, and informed him that we 
had a list of names of employees and we needed to speak with them at Police headquarters. The Traffic Maintenance employees are. Warren Abad. 
Santo Didonato, Keith Rich, and Anthony Vaccaro, Socci said that he would have the employees come to SPD headquarters. 

We also identified one Board of Education employee, Phil Cornelio, and three parks employees, Kevin Smith. Robert Green, and Joaquin 
Castillo. Sal Bocuzzi was contacted for the BOE, and Laurie Albano was contacted for the Parks Dept. 

All of the identified employees, with the exception of Michael Jamison, who we believe works for Solid Waste, came in and gave 
interviews, all except Richard Valentine, and Joaquin Castillo gave signed, sworn statements.

On Thursday May 1 9 201 1 I was going over the spreadsheets provided by the City in an attempt to identitv exactly how much monev W£ 
paid out by Lajoie's and Rubmo's in cash to City of Stamford employees. There is one spreadsheet that lists what Rubino's paid out in cash "and 
by check by year from 2006-201 1. The spreadsheet lists the total amount of cash payments on behalf of the Citv as beins $16 662 00 dollar. But 
the spreadsheet lists the 201 cash payouts to be $18,240 dollars. This is not consistent with Rubino's Master Transaction list. The last line on the 
spreadsheet then lists 201 1 and $10,512 dollars is taken away from that $18,240 dollars for a revised amount for 2010 of $7 728 00 dollars Fm 
not sure how these figures were calculated. The other side of the spreadsheet lists the City Revenue Records. There is a column for funds taken in 
by the City from Rubmo s, Lajoie's, and then an "unknown" column. This unknown column has a total of $108,991 00 dollar, listed over the four 
year period. I don't know what this unknown column includes or stands for. Also the values for the 2006 and 2007 years from Rubino's and 
Lajoie s are blank on this portion of the spreadsheet. 

r n u f PlainCd t0 Sgt diSpagna that with the current documentation that we were provided with we are unable to determine the exact amount 
ot Cash that was paid out to the City from Rubino's or Lajoie's. We are also unable to determine whether or not the cash funds that were taken in 
by City employees were or were not turned over to the City. I requested permission to contact Fred Flynn, Director of Administration for the Citv 
of Stamford, to ask what exactly was turned over to the State's Attorney's Office in order to determine whether or not we might be missin* some 
ot the investigative documents. I contacted Fred Flynn and he stated that he did not know and that I should contact Kroll directlv I then & 
contacted the contact person at Kroll that was provided by State's Attorney David Cohen, Jon Liroff at 212-833-3443 I received a return 
telephone call from the Managing Director Fred Gebauer stating that Kroll was in the process of moving offices that verv dav and that Ton I iroff 
would get m touch with me to go over the specifics of the case. I briefly explained to him that I believe we are missing parts of the investigation 
He agreed and stated that the City requested that Kroll prepare a few simple spreadsheets to bring with them to show State's Attorney David 
Cohen. He stated that Kroll was asked to come to the meeting with Attorney Cohen and walk him through the spreadsheets explaining the 
findings. Fred Gebauer stated that David Cohen did not want the entire case file or a written summary. He stated that the documents that we have 
are incomplete and the spreadsheet we have been using for the investigation is also not updated. He stated that he would have Ton Liroff contact 
me over the phone to go over any specific questions that I may need answered right away and then we will also schedule a date in the next week or 
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He said that Jon could then walk us through all of the documents to make sure that we understand what each document is and how the 
spreadsheets were created. I received a telephone message from Jon Liroff but I have been unable to reach him over the weekend. The telephone 
number does not have an answering machine attached to the number. I'm assuming this may be due to the fact that thev are moving offices. I will 
attempt to contact him again tomorrow, Monday May 23 rd 20 1 1 .

RE: Investigation into possible theft of City of Stamford scrap metal 
Re: Statement of Richard Valentine 



On Wednesday May 18, 201 1, Ofc. Bozentko and I responded to the City of Stamford Operations Department at 90 Magee Ave. to locate 
several employees that we needed to interview in regards to the investigation regarding the possible theft of city scrap metal. W T e notified the on 
duty supervisor, he assured us that he would have all of the employees we needed report to us. The interviews were to be conducted Police 
Headquarters. 

The first city employee to be interviewed was Richard Valentine, a master mechanic that works for the Operations Dept. Mr. Valentine 
was the subject of an investigation a year ago involving the scrapping of City of Stamford snow plow's. That investigation turned up no evidence of 
criminal activity on the part of Mr. Valentine. We asked Mr. Valentine if any part of his duties working for the city included scrapping metal. He 
said that the only time he scrapped metal on behalf of the city was when he brought the snow plows to Lajoie's in Norwalk last year. He told us 
that he was paid in cash by an employee of Lajoie's and turned the cash over to his supervisor. 

The information we received from the Kroll Associates investigation included copies of receipts paid out to individuals who were later 
identified by Kroll Associates as city employees. One of these receipts had Mr. Valentine's name on it and was dated 2/6/10. W r e asked Mr. 
Valentine about that particular date, he said that February 6 is his birth date, he said that he did not remember if that was the specific date he went 
to the scrap yard. He said that he does occasionally scrap his own metal, when Ofc. Bozentko asked him about the receipt, which included items 
such as a battery, and copper, he said that he remembered the trip because the battery belonged to his mother-in-law. He said that any trips he made 
to Lajoie's to scrap metal were for himself, and he has only made one trip to deliver City of Stamford scrap metal, and that was with the plows 
from last year. 

Mr. Valentine provided a signed, swom statement to the above facts, the statement was notarized by Sgt. DiSpagna. 
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RE: Investigation of possible theft of City of Stamford scrap metal 
Re: Interview/statement of David Pellegrino 

On May 18, 201 1, at approx. 1300 hrs. David Pellegrino, a City of Stamford employee . Mr. Pellegrino came into Stamford Police 
headquarters to be interviewed in regards to the investigation of the possible theft of city scrap metal. 

Mr. Pellegrino is an equipment operator at the transfer station, as well as the recycling center. We asked Mr. Pellegrinio if part of his duties 
with the city were to ever scrap metal belonging to the city, he told us that scrapping metal was basically his job. He said that he drives roll-off 
trucks for the city and used to pick up the containers and deliver the large dumpsters to Rubino's. Rubino's does all of their own pick-ups now at 
the transfer station and the recycling center, but Pellegrino occasionally has to pick up the container at the Scofieldtown Rd. site or picks up other 
items as requested. 

We asked him about the process of taking a roll-off container to Rubnio's. He said that he would pick up the container and get weighed at 
the City scale. He would then go to Rubino's, get weighed again and dump the roll -off container. He would get weighed at Rubino's after dumping 
then go inside and get a receipt detailing the weight of the metal dumped. He said that he would never take cash from Rubino's. The receipt would 
then be turned into his supervisor. He had, on occasion, taken city scrap metal to Lajoie's, at the request of his supervisor. He said that the process 
at Lajoie's was the same as Rubino's and he would also receive a receipt, he said he was never paid in cash. 

Mr. Pellegrino was asked if he scraps any metal personally. He said that he does. He said that he scraps metal with Donald Lavoie and that 
they do all kinds of side jobs such as removing boilers, plumbing removal, dump runs, and other types of clean-up jobs. He said that they take their 
personal scrap to Lajoie's because they pay more than Rubino's. We asked Mr. Pellegrino about the several receipts for Lajoie's that had his name 
on them, he said that they were all from his personal usage. He also said that he has scrapped his personal scrap metal while on his lunch hour but 
never used a city vehicle, or took any city scrap metal to scrap as his own. 

Mr. Pellegrino gave a signed, sworn statement as to these facts. The statement was notarized by Sgt DiSpagna. 
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RE: Investigation into possible theft of City of Stamford scrap metal 
Re: Interview/Statement of Donald Lavoie III 



On May 18, 201 1, Donald Lavoie III, a city of Stamford employee came into Stamford Police headquarters to be interviewed in regards to 
an investigation into the theft of city scrap metal. 

Mr. Lavoie is currently employed as a master mechanic/welder by the City of Stamford at the transfer station. He had previously worked 
for the Highway Dept. We asked Mr. Lavoie if it was part of his official duties for the city of Stamford to scrap any metal on behalf of the city, he 
said that it was not. Mr. Lavoie was asked if he has ever scrapped any metal for personal use, he said that he often scraps his own metal. Mr. 
Lavoie said that he is partners with another city employee, Dave Pellegrino, and they have a business in which they always deal with scrap metal. 
Mr. Lavoie said that he gets calls all the time and does work like boiler removals, dump runs, dismantling kitchens, and other work along those 
lines. He said that he often has scrap metal, and goes to the scrap yard once or twice a month. Mr. Lavoie said that he brings all of his scrap metal 
to Lajoie's in Norwalk because they pay much more than Rubino's does. He said that he has brought his personal truck to work with a full load of 
his own scrap metal and has gone to Lajoie's on his lunch hour and dumped the scrap. He said that he has never gone to Lajoie's in a City vehicle 
and there would be no reason for anyone to be going to Lajoie's in a city vehicle. 

We asked him specifically about an incident on June 21, 2010, for which we had a receipt from Lajoie's with his name on it. The receipt 
was for $70.00 and was for "304 SS". Mr. Lavoie said that the SS probably stood for stainless steel, he said that it was possibly a sink from a 
kitchen that he had recently removed form a home, but could not remember the specific transaction. Mr. Lavoie said that he has never taken any- 
kind of scrap metal from the city and scrapped it as his own. 

Mr. Lavoie gave a signed, sworn statement to these facts. The statement was notarized by Sgt. DiSpagna. 
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RE: Investigation into possible stolen City of Stamford scrap metal 
Re: Interview/Statement of Robert Sabia 

On May 18, 201 1 at approx. 1330 hrs. Robert Sabia, a City of Stamford employee, came into Police headquarters for an interview 
regarding an investigation into the possible theft of scrap metal belonging to the City of Stamford. 

Mr. Sabia works in the Road Maintenance division. He has a hearing disability, but officers were able to communicate with him well 
enough to conduct an interview. 

We asked him if he ever scrapped any metal on behalf of the city. He said that he has often scrapped metal that his bosses told him to He 
said that he would scrap street signs, light poles, or anything else he was told to take. We asked what truck he would use and he said whichever 
truck was available, it could be a rack body, utility body, or pick-up. We asked him to tell us the process he went through when he brought scran 
metal from the city to Rubmo's. He said that he would bring the metal down, weigh it, and get the receipt, and cash. He said that sometimes he 
would get a plastic card to use in the ATM machine to get the cash. He said that he would then take the cash and receipt back to the yard on 
Courtland Ave. and either give the cash to Ernie Orgera or Ralph Socci, or if no one was there he would leave it on the desk Mr Sabia said that he 
has worked for the city since 1974 and has always been paid cash for any scrap he has dumped at Rubino's or Lajoie's, and he has always done the 
same thing with the cash, either given it to his boss, or put it on the desk with the receipt. 

Mr. Sabia said that he does not personally scrap any metal for himself, and he has only been to Rubino's or Lajoie's on citv business He 
sard that the poiicy has stnce changed and he now brings any met a, to the Transfer station and puts it ,„ the iarge containers for Rubino's to pick 
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RE: Investigation of possible theft of City of Stamford scrap metal 
Re: Interview/Statement of Dominick Mangano 

On May 1 8, 201 1 at approx. 1400 hrs. Dominick Mangano, a City of Stamford employee came into Stamford Police headquarters to be 
interviewed in regards to his incident. 

Mr. Mangano is a Field Operator at the transfer station on Harborview Ave. Mr. Mangago operates a large loader and fills up the trucks and 
containers at the transfer station. We asked Mr. Mangano if he has ever scrapped any scrap metal in behalf of the citv. He said that he has never 
been involved with city scrap metal because his job is to just load and unload trailers all day long. 

We asked Mr. Mangano if he scraps any metal personally, he said that he does occasionally scrap metal to make extra monev He said that 
he takes his metal to Lajoie's because they pay better than Rubino's. We asked Mr. Mangano about 2 specific transactions that occurred at 
Lajoie's. He said that he did not specifically remember the transactions we were asking about, but said that anv metal he brought there belonged to 
him. He said that he usually gets his metal from 2 sources, his sister's boyfriend, who is a plumber or from his cousin, who owns a bodv shop in 
Port Chester. He said that he gets copper from his sister's boyfriend, and gets different things such as batteries, and car parts from his cousin Mr 
Mangano said that he has taken his own scrap metal to Lajoie's while on his lunch break, but never while on the clock. 

Mr. Mangano provided a signed, sworn statement to the above information. The statement was notarized bv Set. diSpagna. 
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RE: Investigation of possible theft of City of Stamford scrap metal 
Re: Interview of Anthony Vacearo 

On May 18, 201 1 at approx. 1430 hrs. Anthony Vacearo, an employee of the City of Stamford came into police headquarters to be 
interviewed in regards to this investigation. 

Mr. Vacearo has worked for the city for the past 21 years, he worked in the Highway Division, and has worked at the Transfer station for 
the past 7 years. He said that is a regular part of his job to transport city owned scrap metal. He said that it is his job to drive a roll-of truck and 
occasionally transport one of the large containers, usually from Scofieldtown Rd, where he is presently assigned, and bring it to Rubino's Mr 
Vacearo said that he only takes the large containers, and does not use smaller city trucks to transport scrap. Mr. Vacearo said that the procedure at 
Rubino's was to be weighed on the way in and again on the way out, and they would give a receipt, he said he never took any cash from them He 
then told us "7 years ago (2005-2006)", they would take the large containers to Lajoie's because Rubino's didn't pay anything. He said that he 
never received any cash from any of his city transactions, and was always paid by receipt from both Rubino's and Lajoie's 

We asked him about a Lajoie's receipt with his name on it from 2009, he said that he was asked about it in the last investigation He said 
that all the scrap metal he had in that transaction came from an older house that he had just bought as an investment. He said that he took out all of 
the old copper pipe and replaced it with PVC, and all the other metal came from throughout the property that he had bought. 

Mr. Vacearo refused to provide officers with a sworn statement in regards to this interview. 
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RE: Investigation involving possible theft of City of Stamford scrap metal 
Re: interview/statement of Gerald Brzoska. 

On May 18, 201 1 at approx. 1800 hrs. Gerald Brzoska, a former City of Stamford employee came into police headquarters to be 
interviewed m regards to this investigation. 

Mr. Brzoska said that he worked as a seasonal driver from 2008-201 1 . His work as a seasonal driver meant that he worked for 1 60 days 
and was then laid off for 2 months, hen hired back. He is currently employed by Rubino Bros, as a driver. We asked Mr Brzoska if in the oeneral 
course of his employment did he dispose of City of Stamford scrap metal. Mr. Brzoska said that he drove a roll-off container and he remembered 
two trips to Rubmo's with city scrap metal. He said that one trip was with a full dumpster of metal that he transported on the roll-off truck He said 
that he was weighed on his way in, dumped the scrap, and was weighed again on the way out. He said that he received a receipt onlv no cash and 
the receipt was turned into his supervisor. The second time he went to Rubino's was with an empty dumpster that was rotted out and needed to be 
scrapped. The procedure was the same as the first time, and he again received a receipt, no cash, and he turned the receipt into his supervisor 

We asked Mr. Brzoska about the two transactions we had evidence of him conducting at Lajoie's. One transaction was in September of 
2008 he said that he did not remember any specific transactions that far back, but said it was probably from him helping a friend with renovations 
he said that he would scrap metal personally whenever he had it. 

He said that the 1 1/2010 transaction at Lajoie's was when his grandfather passed away in Cheshire. He said that when his grandfather 
passed away he went to the house he was living in (Vanessa Ct. in Cheshire), and cleaned out all of his grandfather's old beloneings He said that 
his grandfather was a mechanic, and he had kept a lot of stuff over the years. Brzoska said that he took all of the old metal from the house and 
brought it to Lajoie's to scrap. He said that he has never taken any city owned scrap metal to Lajoie's and onlv made those two transactions at 
Rubino s for which he was only given a receipt. 

Mr. Brzoska provided a signed, sworn statement regarding these events. The statement was notarized by Sgt. diSpagna. 
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RE: Investigation of possible stolen City of Stamford scrap metal 
Re: Interview/Statement of Keith Rich 

On May 19, 201 1 at approx. 0715 hrs. Keith Rich came into SPD headquarters to be interviewed in regards to this incident Mr Rich has 
been employed by the city since 9/1 8/06. He works in the traffic maintenance division. We asked Mr. Rich if it is within his normal course of 
employment to scrap city scrap metal, he said that it was. He said that he has been to Rubino's several times with old traffic signs or sion posts 
He said that he has used several vehicles while employed here, including 61 1, 614, 616, 618, and 620. He said that he did not alwavs bring thV" 
scrap metal down, but would do it whenever the supervisor that particular day would tell him to. He said that the normal procedure was to load up 
whichever track he was driving that day with scrap and drive it to Rubino's. They would usually put it in a bin and weigh it After the scrap was 
weighed they would provide him with a receipt. Rich said that he would take the receipt inside the office at Rubino's and they would either pav 
him cash, or give him one of the ATM cards. He said if he got the card, he would go to the ATM machine and take the cash out When he had the 
cash, he said that he would take the cash and bring it back to the Courtland Ave building and give it to the supervisor, either Ernie Orgera Ralph 
Socci, or Doug Hoyt. Mr. Rich said that he does not do any scrapping on his own. He also said that he does not know what happened to the monev 
once he gave it to the supervisor. 

Mr, Rich provided a signed, swom statement as to the interview, the statement was notarized by Sgt. diSpagna. 
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On May 19, 201 1 at approx. 0800 hrs. Warren Abad, a City of Stamford Employee came into police headquarters to be interviewed in 
regards to this investigation. 

Mr. Abad has worked for the City of Stamford since October of 1972. he said that he has been in Traffic Maintenance the entire time. He 
said that as long as he can remember, it has been part of his job to dispose of city scrap metal, such as old street signs and sign posts. Mr. Abad 
said that as far back as he can remember, the process of disposing of scrap metal was to put it in a track and drive it to Rubino's. He said that the 
scrap metal would get weighed, and once weighed he would get cash and a receipt. He said that he would take the cash and receipt and give it to 
whichever supervisor was working, recently that supervisor was Ernie Orgera, but he said this was the way this sort of thing was handled years ao< 
when Dick Leone was in charge. I asked him if he knew what happened to the money after it was given to Ernie, he said that he wasn't sure, but & 
believed that it was used to sometimes buy equipment, and to fund the annual department Christmas party, but said that Ernie handled the money. 

Mr. Abad gave a signed, sworn statement as to the above interview, the statement was notarized by Sgt. diSpagna. 
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RE: Investigation into possible theft of City of Stamford scrap metal 
Re: Interview/Statement of Santo Didonato 

On May 19, 201 1 at approx. 0900 hrs. City of Stamford employee Santo Didonato came to Stamford Police headquarters to be interviewed 
in regards to this investigation. 

Mr. Didonato has been working for the City of Stamford for 26 years, and works for the Traffic Maintenance Division. He sad that it has 
always been part of his job to dispose of city scrap metal, the scrap consisted of old aluminum street signs, and iron sign posts. He said that the 
normal procedure was to pile up all of the signs and sign posts in a pile outside of their building. When the pile got big enough, someone would be 
assigned to take the pile to Rubino's and scrap it, that would usually be every 4 to 5 months. He said that they would try to separate the signs from 
the sign posts, aluminum was usually worth more. Mr. Didonato said that when they brought the scrap to Rubino's it would get weighed and 
Rubino's would provide them with a receipt. Mr. Didonato said that in the past ("years ago") they would only give them a receipt and the receipt 
would go to their supervisor, who at the time was Scotty Johnston. Mr. Didonato said that more recentlv, maybe within the past 1-4 years he has 
been getting receipts, as well as cash. He said that he would then bring the cash back to the shop, and either give it to Ernie Orgera or leave it on 
Ernie's desk. I asked Mr. Didonato what happened with the money after it was given to Ernie, he said that he was not sure, butthey always had a 
big Christmas party which no employees had to pay anything for, and if they needed something for a job, they were given petty cash. Mr .'Didonato 
said that he has never scrapped any metal for himself personally. 
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RE: Investigation of possible theft of City of Stamford scrap metal 
Re: Interview/Statement of Michael Boisfeuillet 

On May 19, 201 1 at approx. 0930 hrs. Michael Boisfeuillet, a City of Stamford employee came into police headquarters to be interviewed 
m regards to the investigation into possible thefts of City of Stamford scrap metal. 

Mr. Boisfeuillet has worked for the City of Stamford for the past 6 V 2 years, the first half of his time was with Signs and Lines (Traffic 
Maintenance) and he has worked for Sanitation for the past 3 years. We asked him if it is a normal course of his duties if he had ever scrapped anv 
City of Stamford scrap metal. He said that when he worked for Signs and Lines it was part of his job to take citv scrap metal to Rubino's The ' 
metal he would take consisted of old street signs and sign posts. He said that there was a pile of metal outside of the building and a supervisor 
would tell them when to take the pile of metal to the scrap yard. There was one particular transaction involving Mr Boisfuillet It was when he 
worked for signs and lines, and involved an orange truck. He said that he used to drive the orange truck. He said that he remembered that the 
normal procedure was to get the metal weighed then get a receipt and take it inside. He said that he remembered getting cash directly from the 
cashier, not the ATM machine. He said that he took the cash and the receipt and gave it to Ernie Orgera, or he would leave it on Ernie's desk Mr 
Boisfeuillet said that he has scrapped metal on his own, he said that he works on the side for Muscleman Movers, and has also done some private' 
demolition jobs. For the moving company he has disposed of filing cabinets, and he remembers bringing down a big steel bathtub for someone He 
said that for those private jobs, he was paid through the ATM machine. " ~ ' 

Mr. Boisfeuillet said that the only time he has delivered scrap to Rubino's as part of his job at Sanitation was when he took whole 
dumpsters that were no longer useable and scrapped them. He said that when he dropped the dumpsters off he onlv received a receipt no cash 

We asked him what happened to the money after he gave it to Ernie, he said that he couldn't say for sure, but always heard stories that the 
money was used to pay for their annual holiday party. 

Mr. Boisfeuillet gave a signed, sworn statement regarding the interview. 
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RE: Investigation into possible theft of City of Stamford scrap metal 
Re: Interview/Statement of Phil Cornelio 



On May 19, 201 1 at approx. 1000 hrs. Philip Cornelio, a City of Stamford employee came into Police Headquarters to be interviewed 
regarding this investigation into City of Stamford scrap metal. 

Mr. Cornelio said that he has been employed by the City since July of 1998, he spent his first 5 years working for the Parks Dept. the rest 
of his time here has been spent as a carpenter for the Board of Education. We asked him if he ever disposed of scrap metal as part of his duties 
with the City, he said that he has. Mr. Cornelio said that a few years ago the city started dismantling all of the blackboards in their classrooms so 
they could put up white boards and smart boards instead. He said that he would take a blackboard down and pile up the aluminum frames and that 
was what he would take to the scrap yard. He said that he has always used Rubino's and never gone to Lajoie's. He said that he has used a couple 
of different vehicles, including the red pick-up truck, and one of the yellow vans belonging to the Board of Ed. He said that the normal procedure 
that he went through was to have the scrap metal weighed and they would give him a receipt and an ATM card. He said that he would then go into 
the office and get the cash from the ATM machine. He said that when he had the cash, he would give it to his boss, Sal Boceuzzi. He said that he 
did not know what Sal did with the money, but he suspected that he used it to buy some new tools that the City wouldn't buy. He said that over the 
past 8 years he has been to Rubino's 10-15 times, he hasn't been in a while because most of the blackboards have been removed and there isn't as 
much scrap as there used to be. Mr. Cornelio said that he went to Rubino's maybe 6 months ago, and they paid him by check. The check was 
written out to the City of Stamford. He said that the last time he went, he's not sure when that was, they just gave ho the receipt and told him that 
they would be mailing a check to the city. 

Mr. Cornelio said that he only scrapped his own metal one time. He said that his grill caught in fire and some of it burnt up but the body of 
the grill was stainless steel so he brought it to Rubino's and scrapped it, he said that he thinks he got $28.00 for it. 

Mr. Cornelio provided a signed, sworn statement regarding this interview, the statement was notarized by Sgt. DiSpagna. 
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RE: Investigation into possible theft of City of Stamford scrap metal 
Re: Interview/Statement of Kevin Smith 

On May 19, 201 1, Kevin Smith, a City of Stamford employee came into Police headquarters to be interviewed in regards to this 
investigation regarding possible stolen City of Stamford scrap meta. 

Mr. Smith has been employed by the City since February of 1995. He said that he works for the Parks Maintenance department We asked 
him if he has ever scrapped any metal on behalf of the city, he said that he has. Mr. Smith said that he has scrapped old playground equipment at 
Rubmo's, he said that he has never been to Lajoie's. He said that they would put the old scrap metal in whichever truck thev^were usina that dav 
and they would take the metal to Rubino's. He said that when the metal was weighed they would give him a receipt, and he would get the cash He 
said that he would take the cash and bring it to his supervisor, either Bobby Longo (no longer emploved by the citv) or Kevin Murray of AJFB 
AFB is the private company responsible for Parks Maintenance. Mr. Smith said that he did not know what they did with the money after he oave it 
to them. He also said that he went to Rubino's a few months ago with scrap metal from the garages at Wright Tech. and thev only gave him a 
sealed envelope. He said that he did not know what was in the envelope, but he gave it to Ron D'Amico. " 

Mr. Smith said that he sometimes does turn in scrap metal for himself. He sometimes works with his son and they do dump runs and 
sometimes they'll come across an old radiator or other metal. He said that he only uses Rubino's for his scrap metal. 
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RE: Investigation into possible theft of City of Stamford scrap metal 
Re: Interview/Statement of Robert Green 

On May 1 9, 201 1 Robert Green, a City of Stamford employee, came into Police Headquarters to be interviewed in regards to this 
investigation. e 

Mr. Green said that he has been employed by the City of Stamford since 1995, and has been a tree climber for the last 12 years We asked 
Mr. Green if it was a normal part of his job to scrap City scrap metal. He said that no, it wasn't. We asked Mr. Green about one specific 
transaction involving a paint bucket full of scrap metal. He said that he remembered that in their building at 325 Shippan Ave they had some old 
workout equipment that had been donated. He said that the Fire Dept. was giving them some of their old equipment, which was newer that what 
they had. Mr. Green said that he removed all of the metal from the gym equipment and put it in that laree bucket. He said that his boss Bob 
Longo, told him to take truck #444 and bring the metal to Rubino's. He said that he used the money that they got to buv pizzas for everyone who 
was working that day. Mr. Green said that he has never scrapped metal on behalf of the city, and does not do it on his own time, or for his peraonal 
use. 
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RE: Investigation involving possible stolen City of Stamford scrap metal 
Re: Interview of Joaquin Castillo 



On May 19, 201 1, Joaquin Castillo, a City of Stamford employee, came into Police headquarters to be interviewed in regards to this 
investigation. Mr. Castillo was identified as bringing scrap metal to Rubino's by someone from Kroll Associates. He was identified via a photo 
from the ATM machine inside Rubino's, the photo was taken in 2007. As soon as I met Mr. Castillo, I felt that he was not the party in the 
photograph, but asked him to come into the interview room with me, which he did. Mr. Castillo said that he works for Parks Maintenance, and has 
only been employed by the City of Stamford since 2008. He said that he was not employed by the City of Stamford at the time the photograph of 
the person at Rubino's was taken. I asked Mr. Castillo if he had ever taken any city scrap metal to Rubino's, he said that he never has. He said that 
he is mainly responsible for keeping the parks clean, he empties garbage, and does grass, and things of that nature. 

I was confident that Mr. Castillo was not the person identified by Kroll Associates as being at the Rubino's ATM in 2007, he then left the 
interview room, no statement was taken. 
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RE: Investigation of possible stolen City of Stamford scrap metal 
Re: Interview/Statement of Peter lanaccone 

On May 23, 201 1 at approx. 1130 hrs. Peter Iannacone came into Police Headquarters to be interviewed in regards to this investigation 
regarding the possible theft of City of Stamford scrap metal. 

Mr. Iannacone said that he has worked for the City of Stamford since November of 1983, he started with the Highway department then 
moved over to the Solid Waste division, and went back to Highways as a foreman, and is now a supervisor for the Traffic Maintenance division 

We asked Mr. Iannacone if it was part of his normal duties to dispose of City of Stamford scrap metal. He told us that when he worked for 
Solid Waste, he would drive the big containers down to Rubino's or Lajoie's . He said that they would usually take light iron to Laioie's because 
Rubino's did not pay as much. He said that his duties consisted of him taking the larger containers down, and dumping them. He said that he was 
never paid cash, he just received a receipt, and he would give the receipt to his boss. 

Now that he is a Supervisor, he is responsible for "cleaning up the yard", which includes everything from cleaning up the trash to disposing 
of any old scrap metal. He said that he would tell his employees to take the old scrap and get rid of it. Mr. Iannacone said that they would take it to 
either Lajoie's or Rubinio's, he said that there was no written policy on where to take scrap metal. He said that his employees would often receive 
cash as payment for the scrap, and they would bring the money back to him. Mr. Iannacone said that he would take the money and put it in his 
desk drawer. He said that he would use the money for holiday parties, like Christmas, or the 4 th of July, or for someone^s birthday part}' He said 
that he also would use it for some supplies guys needed for work, like tire shine and things like that. Mr. Iannacone said that this was a past 
practice that was also followed by his former supervisor, Robert Gerbert. Mr. Gerbert said that he never took anv of the money, but always give it 
back to the guys, kind of as a morale booster. He estimated that over the past 2-3 years that he has been supervisor, thev have taken 2 or 3 loads of 
scrap metal to either Lajoie's or Rubino's and that they have gotten $500-$800 for each load of scrap. 
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Re: All Other Offenses - City of Stamford Investigation of suspected theft of scrap metal funds

May 23, 2011 

On May 23 rd 201 1 Marcos Echeverria came in to the Stamford Police Department to speak with us at our request. Marcos Echeverria has 
been employed with the City since 2004 with Traffic Maintenance. Investigator Booth and I asked him if he has ever disposed of scrap metal on 
behalf of the City. He indicated that he has taken scrap metal to Rubino's approximately four or five times at the request of his Supervisor. 
Marcos stated that the normal procedure would be that he would take the metal to Rubino's and they would weigh out the scrap and he would be 
given a receipt and an ATM card loaded with the appropriate amount of funds. He would take the card to the Rubino's ATM machine and it 
would dispense the money. Marcos stated that he would then take the receipt and the cash back to his Supervisor. He stated that his boss used to 
be Ernie Orgera, and more recently Paul Montanero or Doug Hoyt. Marcos stated that he does not know what his Supervisors did with the money. 
He did state that sometime in the past year they now take their scrap metal to the Transfer station and put it into the Rubino's container there. 
They no longer have to make the trip to Rubino's. Marcos also indicated that he does not sell any scrap metal for personal use. 

Marcos Echeverria provided the Investigator's with a signed sworn statement to the above facts.

He said that 
when he was there he only received a receipt for the items, and no cash. He said that he gave the receipt to either Mike Scacco, or someone named 
"Fritz". Mr. Lent said that he does not take any scrap to the yard and scrap it for personal use.

He said that he started as a Collecitons 
Driver, then worked at the incinerator, and now works for the Transfer Station. Mr. Tassitano said that when he worked at the incinerator there 
was a tub for metal where the homeowners would place their metal. He said that when the metal bin got full they would take it to Rubino's 
Rubino's would weigh the metal then give the driver a receipt, never cash. He said that he would put the receipt with his daily paperwork in the 
Console Room at the incinerator.

Mr. Tassitano said that he only dropped off the large dumpsters and never received any cash, and was 
always given just a receipt. He said that at some point the policy changed again where they were only allowed to bring metal to' Rubino's. 

Mr. Tassitano said that he has scrapped metal personally, his nephew is a plumber and sometimes gives him scrap metal to turn in. 

Mr. Tassitano gave a signed, sworn statement regarding this interview. The statement was notarized by Sgt. diSpagna.

On May 25, 201 1 Dan Collelouri, a City of Stamford employee, came into Stamford Police headquarters to be interviewed regarding the 
possible theft of City of Stamford scrap metal. Mr. Colloelouri began working for the city in the Cashiering and Permitting Department in 1 997. 
he said that in 7/07 he transferred to the Solid Waste division and became supervisor there in 2008. We asked him if he ever scrapped any metal on 
behalf of the city, he said that he has not. He said that as a supervisor he remembered that he had to dispose of 6 dumpsters that were beyond their 
useable life. He said that the dumpsters were taken to Rubino's. His understanding of the process was that when the dumpsters were dropped of 
the driver received a receipt and they brought the receipt back to the scale house and gave it to one of the cashiers. We asked Mr. Collelouri if he 
had ever seen a policy that required all scrap metal be disposed of at Rubino's, he said that there was a metals policy, but he felt that it was very 
vague. Mr. Collelouri said that when he became supervisor the standard procedure was for the city to provide the dumpsters and also to drive " 
them to Rubino's. He said that he mad a deal with Rubino's where they would provide the dumpsters, as well as pick them up when theyTe full 
He said that he has ever taken cash from any employee from any type of scrap metal transaction, and doesn't have any knowledge of any 
employees receiving cash from scrap metal. Mr. Collelouri also said that he instituted a "Scavenging" policy. That policy says that no employee 
can take scrap metal that they are going to turn around and sell. The employees are allowed, with supervisory approval, to take items that they . 
use, such as bicycles and scooters.

He is currently assigned as an Operations 
supervisor. We asked him if he had ever scrapped any metal on behalf of the city, he said that he had not. He said that in his job as a supervi sor, it 
was his job to tell his guys that they needed to clean up the yard and get rid of the old street signs, poles and other metals. He said that he only 
remembers his employees going to Rubino's, never Lajoies. Mr. Hoyt told us that his employees were always paid in cash, never with a receipt. He 
said that the transactions were small, not many were more than $100.

Mr. Orgera is currently employed as the Director of Operations, he has been 
employed by the City of Stamford since 1970. Prior to being named Director of Operations, he was a Traffic Maintenance Supervisor. We asked 
Mr. Orgera, in any of the supervisory positions he has held, if he was ever aware of a written policy that required City employees to bring scrap 
metal to Rubino's. He said that he was not aware of one until he wrote it last year. We asked if he knew of a policy where employees were 
forbidden from being paid in cash, he again said that he was not aware of one. 

Mr. Orgera said that when he was Traffic Maintenance Supervisor, either he, or one of the other supervisors would tell the guys to clean up 
the yard and dispose of any scrap metal. Mr. Orgera said that the guys would usually go to Rubino's and get paid in cash. He said that they would 
bring the cash back to him, or one of the other supervisors, or leave it on his desk. He said that he would keep the money in his desk, he usually 
would not put the money in the safe. Mr. Orgera said that he got a few hundred dollars every year, and the money was used for the holidav party. 
We asked Mr. Orgera how much money he may have had at one time, he said that it was only a few hundred dollars, $500 maximum. He said that 
he never had any reason to suspect any of his employees were pocketing any of the money.

On Thursday May 26 tn 201 1 we had a scheduled meeting with Fred Gebauer and Jon Liroff of Kroll, the company hired by the City of 
Stamford to investigate the scrap metal transactions over the past five years. Present at this meeting was Chief Robert Nivakoff, Assistant Chief 
John Fontneau, Captain Richard Conklin, Lieutenant James Matheny, Sgt. Peter diSpagna, Investigator Jeff Booth, and myself. The purpose of the 
meeting was for Kroll to go over the purpose and scope of their investigation and to answer any questions that we had on their findings. Managing 
Director of Kroll, Fred Gebauer, explained what exactly his company was hired to do and how they went about obtaining their information. They 
were hired to research any cash transactions that were completed by City of Stamford employees. They requested five years worth of transaction 
records from both Rubino's and Lajoie's. They ran name searches of City of Stamford employees against the Lajoie's records since they had 
names attached to their specific transactions. Rubino's did not have specific names attached to their transactions but they did have video 
surveillance photographs of some of their transactions. They went to great lengths in an attempt to match up City vehicles and employees seen in 
the photographs with specific transactions. They did make a few positive identifications and we used that data when we compiled our initial list of 
individuals to interview. Fred Gebauer was told by the City of Stamford that the City of Stamford had an exclusive contract with Rubino's for the 
sale of scrap metal and that their was also a Policy in effect that forbid any employee from taking cash for any goods or services. Based on those 
facts the assumption was made that any and all cash payments for scrap metal from Rubino's would have been a violation of policy and any cash 
payment made by Lajoie's to a City of Stamford employee would be a violation of the exclusivity contract. Fred Gebauer stated that he was 
provided with a contract between Rubino's and the City of Stamford that went into effect on November 13 th 2007. The contract appears to be a 
contract between the City of Stamford and Rubino's for the sale of refuse packer bodies, snow plows, miscellaneous steel, and vehicles. It does 
not list any pricing for your typical scrap metal sales (light iron, aluminum, copper, brass, etc.). The contract appears to be an agreement on the 
prices that Rubino's will pay the City for specific metals. There is no mention of exclusivity in the contract and Fred was not provided with any 
Policy stating that City Employees were required to take their scrap metal to Rubino's because a contract was in effect. Fred Gebrauer was not 
ever given a Policy stating that employees were not allowed to accept cash for any goods or services either. 

Kroll also looked in the total revenue brought into the City of Stamford from the sale of scrap metal from fiscal year 2006 through 
December 2010. The total number of Rubino tickets paid in cash from fiscal year 2006 through December 2010 is $16,472.00 dollars. This 
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includes a total of 209 payments stemming from 214 individual tickets. There is a City of Stamford bank account specifically for Recycling. This 
is the account that revenue from the sale of scrap metal is supposed to be placed in. There is another account specifically for'the Sale of Surplus 
Property. This account is supposed to be used for City property that has been sold at auction. In FY 2006 and FY 2007 City records from the 
Recycling account does not distinguish between revenue from Rubino Brothers and revenue from the sale of scrap metal to other vendors. 
Rubino's paid out a total of $249,155.00 dollars over the five year period. $232,493.00 dollars paid in check and $16,472.00 dollars paid in cash. 
The City Revenue shows that it collected $189,139.00 dollars from the sale of scrap metal in the Recycling and Surplus Property Accounts from 
FY 2008-FY 201 1. It has unknown amounts listed for FY 2006 and FY 2007. The revenue paid out "in check in FY 2008 is $67,612.00 dollars 
and the amount accounted for in the two City accounts in FY 2008 is the same amount, $67,612.00 dollars. Therefore the $3,842.00 dollars paid 
out in cash in FY 2008 was not turned over and deposited into either City accounts. The revenue paid out by Rubino's in check in FY 2009 was 
$25,492.00 dollars and the money reflected in the two city accounts for FY 2009 equals that same amount. $25,492.00 dollars. Therefore the 
$3,622.00 dollars paid out in cash in FY 2009 was not turned over and deposited into either City accounts. The revenue paid out by check from 
Rubino's in FY 2010 is $46,545.00 dollars. The total revenue in FY 2010 deposited into the two City accounts is $48,158.00 dollars. There were 
six cash transactions that were turned over to the City of Stamford and were deposited into the City's' Sale of Surplus Property account for a total 
of $1,613.00 dollars. There were four scrap metal sale transactions completed by the Parks Department (1/12/10 for $1 1 s.20'dollars l/p/10 for 
$155.40 dollars, 4/16/10 for $165.20 dollars, 4/16/10 for $180.85, and 4/16/10 for $236.65) and one transaction completed by the Traffic 
Department (4/16/10 for $760.00 dollars). This made up for the discrepancy in the numbers. The spreadsheet indicates that $7,305.00 dollars was 
paid out in cash in FY 2010. I will confirm with Kroll whether or not the $1,613.30 dollars was taken out of the cash paid out total for that vear 
If it was not then the $1,613.30 dollars should be deducted from the $16,472.00 dollar cash total for the five year period, which is being used to 
represent cash payouts for scrap that did NOT ultimately make it back to the City. The adjusted total would then become $14,858 70 dollars The 
revenue paid out by check from Rubino's in FY 201 1 (from June 2010 through December 2010) totaled $49,591.00 dollars. The total amount of 
revenue deposited into the two City accounts in FY 201 1 for a total of $49,490.00 dollars. The $101.00 dollar discrepancy is from several small 
dollar amount checks that were issued directly to the Board of Education. Those checks were cashed or deposited bv the Board of Education but 
they were not deposited in to either the Recycling or Surplus Property accounts. The listed cash payout from Rubino - s for FY 201 1 was $233 00 
dollars. 

Kroll provided us with an updated Master Spreadsheet for the individual Rubino's cash transactions. Thev also save us a thumb drive 
containing copies of other related documents. We also requested that Kroll provide us with some kind of a written summarv of their case and 
findings. They stated that they would complete that report in a timely fashion. Fred Gebauer and Jon Liroff have both made themselves available 
to us for any future follow up questions. Investigation pending. 
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RE: Investigation of possible stolen City of Stamford scrap metal. 
Re: Summary of Investigation to date 



Investigators were assigned to conduct this investigation by Sgt. DiSpagna. The investigation was turned over to the Stamford Police 
Department by the State's Attorney's Office of GA-1 (Stamford/Norwalk Judicial District). 

The investigation centered on the reported illegal sale of scrap metal belonging to the City of Stamford. The city hired a private company 
named "Kroll" to conduct an "audit" of the scrap metal transactions conducted by City of Stamford employees. The results of that audit were then 
turned over to the State's Attorney's Office where they were reviewed by SA David Cohen. Mr. Cohen then gave the report to the Stamford Police 
Property Crimes Division to conduct an investigation and determine if there was any evidence of a crime being committed by any City of Stamford 
employee. 

The Kroll investigators looked at scrap metal transactions at Rubino's and Lajoie's dating back until 2005. Officers were provided with 
copies of records that were given to the Kroll investigators. The records concerning Lajoie's contained actual names of individuals that were 
selling scrap metal. It appears that Kroll obtained the names and was able to match those names with names of city employees. All of the 
individuals identified at Lajoie's were paid cash for their scrap metal, copies of receipts, some with copies of a photo ID, were included. The Kroll 
report identified six (6) city employees by name as being paid cash for various scrap metal transactions. Kroll provided a spreadsheet detailing 
approximately 209 transactions that occurred from 2005-2010. 

Investigators looked through the documents provided and started our investigation by identifying the transactions with the highest dollar 
amount. The Lajoie's transactions were found to be the highest. The documentation from Kroll included the names of the employees who sold 
scrap metal at Lajoie's. Most of those employees worked at the Transfer Station, Inv. Bozentko and I went to the transfer station, and were directed 
to 90 Magee Ave. We spoke with Dan Colleluri, the Spervisor for the Transfer Station and Solid Waste. We provided him with a list of employees 
that we would like to start interviewing, he said that he would find the employees for us, we asked that he send them to police headquarters. 

The documentation provided by Rubino's did not include any names of specific employees. In their investigation Kroll asked for, and was 
given, video surveillance pictures from Rubino's. Some of those photos dated back to 2006. The photos were from the dock security camera, and 
the ATM machine that is located in the office at Rubino's. Kroll used these photos to attempt to identify the employees that were conducting 
transactions for cash at Rubino's. In some instances, they were successful in identifying a particular employee, which they noted on their 
spreadsheet. Some instances, vehicles were identified and Kroll used the fuel logs provided by the city to try to identify the person who was 
fueling a particular truck, and others there was a viable ATM picture of the person's face. There were some instances where there was no 
identification possible. Using the information on the spreadsheet, officers determined a preliminary list of employees to interview, they were all 
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assigned to Traffic Maintenance. We responded to the Traffic Maintenance facility on Courtland Ave. and spoke to Ralph Socci. We aave him a 
list of employees we would like to interview at Police Headquarters, he agreed to start sending people over. 

Investigtaors began their interviews with the employees who had taken scrap metal to Lajoie's in Norwalk. Some of the employees, Donald 
Lavoie III, David Pellegrino, Dominick Mongano, Gerald Brzoska, and Anthony Vaccaro, told us that they all did take scrap metal to Lajoies but 
the scrap metal did not belong to the city. Lavoie and Pellegrino have their own business on the side where they do demolitions and things such as 
taking boilers out. Mongano said that he has two (2) people that give him metal to scrap, his sister's boyfriend, who is a plumber, and his cousin, 
who owns an auto body shop in Port Chester. Brzoska took scrap metal from his grandfather's house in Cheshire after his grandfather passed 
away. Vaccaro told investigators that he had bought several houses over the past few years, and in one of them, he removed and scrapped all of the 
old copper piping and replaced it with PVC. Richard Valentine was also interviewed, his only dealings with city scrap metal at Lajoie's were 
related to the snowplow investigation last year. That incident was investigated, and not found to be criminal. AU employees, with the exception of 
Vaccaro provided signed, sworn statements to investigators. Mr. Vaccaro said that he would not give a signed, sworn statement because he did not 
want anyone changing his story. Based on all of the interviews, we determined that the transactions at Lajoie's were all of a personal nature and no 
City of Stamford scrap metal was brought to Lajoie's by any of these employees. 

Regarding the Rubino's transactions, investigators interviewed in excess of 20 City of Stamford employees, who worked for Traffic 
Maintenance, Road Maintenance, or the Board of Education. All of the employees that brought City of Stamford scrap metal to Rubino's, and 
were paid in cash, told us that they took the money and brought it back to their immediate supervisor. None of the employees interviewed said that 
they knew of a written policy where it was required that scrap metal be brought to Rubino's. Many of them said that Rubino's was used because it 
was close. The typical practice was that someone was asked to clean up one of the yards and dispose of the scrap metal. Thev would take 
whichever truck they were using that day (there were no permanent truck assignments) and bring the scrap to Rubino's. At Rubino's the scrap was 
usually weighed, and they were either paid cash or given an ATM card, where they would go to the ATM Machine and get the cash. The cash was 
then brought to their supervisor. We found no evidence that any City of Stamford employee took any cash from scrap metal and kept it for 
themselves. 

Based on those 25 or so interviews, investigators were able to identify 7 supervisors who were identified as taking the money from the 
employees. Those supervisors were identified as Ernie Orgera, Douglas Hoyt, Pete Iannacone, and Paul Montanaro, (Traffic or Road Maintenance, 
Sal Boccuzzi, (Board of Education), and Kevin Murphy (AFB Management, he is a non-city employee). Investigators then decided to interview- 
each supervisor to determine the extent of their involvement. 
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Mr. Boccuzzi told us that the scrap from the Board of Education consisted of aluminum from old chalkboards, and he had told his boss 
from AFB, Kevin Iassogna, that he was going to keep the money and use it for any purchases he may need for work related items such as tools, he 
was given the okay to do that, this was confirmed by Mr. Iassogna. Mr. Murphy said that he was given cash from scrap metal sales on a couple of 
occasions and that he turned the cash in to the city, this was later verified. Mr. Montanaro received cash from one sale of copper wire from traffic 
boxes, he said that he turned it in to his supervisors, it was later confirmed that this money was turned into the city. 

Mr. Orgera, Mr. Hoyt, Mr. Iannacone, and Ralph Socci all admitted to receiving cash from the employees after scrap metal sales. Mr. Socci 
said that he would usually get it because no one else was available to receive it, he is not officially a supervisor, but is the senior member of Traffic 
maintenance, where there is currently no supervisor. Mr. Socci said that if he did take in money he would either put it in Orgera' s desk drawer or 
give it to him directly. They all admitted that the money was not turned into the city and was used for other purposes. Mr. Iannacone said that he 
would use the money for a small party if it was someone's birthday, or to buy things such as tire shine for a truck. Hoyt, Socci, and Orgera all said 
that the money they took in went to the annual Operations Christmas party. It would pay for things like food, soda, plates, etc. . . They all said that 
no money was ever taken for personal use, and that no one suspected any employees of taking the money for personal use. None of the supervisors, 
including Mr. Orgera, the Director of Operations, was aware of any type of written policy that said all scrap metal must be brought to Rubino's. or 
that there was a policy prohibiting any city employee from taking cash as a payment. The majority of employees we interviewed told us that this 
has been the way things are done with scrap metal for years. Some of them indicated that this practice has been in place since the 1970*s. All of the 
supervisors said that the money was used to boost morale by giving back to the employees, and this was also a practice that was told to them by the 
previous supervisors. 

Investigators were able to identify that the total amount of money paid out by Rubino's in cash for the 5 year period of the Kroll audit was 
$14,858.70, an average of $2971 .74 per year. With 3 supervisors taking in cash, it averages out to $990.58 per supervisor, per year. Based on the 
investigation conducted, and the reports received from Kroll, it is not possible to determine the exact money received by each supervisor. There are 
many transactions where we were unable to identify the person that conducted the actual transaction, and which supervisor may have been given 
the money. We do know that Orgera, Hoyt, and Iannacone all admitted to taking money from their employees and using it at their discretion, 
instead of turning it in to the city.
